PLOWING WITH STICKS. 


The Primitive Way Peruvians Employ to 
Tickle the Earth. 

It would make an honest American 
farmer smile out loud to see the way 
the land is plowed by Peruvians 
From six toa dozen teams of oxen are 
put at work ina field of twenty or thirty 
acres. The oxen are yoked by tying «a 
heavy beam across their forehead ani 
in front of the horns. ‘Tothis beam the 
plow is attached, all the force being 
applied by the head instead of the shou:- 
dew 

The plow is a crooked stick or branch 
of a tree, the point faced with iron. Pe 
ruvians contend shat they do not need 
to plow more than two or three inches 
deep, simply enough to loosen the soil 
so as to enable the seed to take root. 
The water used in irrigating is said to 
be rich in plant food, further obviat- 
ing the necessity of deep plowing. 

Improved plows suitable for this 
country are now manufactured 
Europe and the United States, but they 
are very different from the plows used 
by an American farmer. They are lizht 


to the original crooked stick 

Every Peruvian pluw has but one 
handle. The driver carries tn one hand 
a buge goad, twelve or fifteen feet in 


team, and he manages the plow witb 
the other hand. The irrigating ditches 
must then be connected with the cana! 
which brings the water from the river 
and which traverse the field at a dis- 
tance of three or four feet apart and 
six to eight inches deep. 

They are so arranged that the whole 
fleld can be instantly flooded by turn 
ing on the water, and every hill of corn 


oughly soaked. Of course, the fielis
